BEECHER-TILTON. 


A General and Sweep- 
ing Denial of Til- 
ton’s Charges. 


Mr. Beecher Rejects the Im-

BEECHER’S STATEMENT. 

New Tonk, July 22.—This evening several of 
the Deacons of Piymouth Church, with Mr. 
Shearman, Mr. Ross, ud Gen. Tracy, met at Mr. 
Beecher’s residence, and. after a counsel lasting 
about three hours, drew up the following state- 
ment of Mr. Beecher’s for publication : 


Ido not prepare at this time a detailed exam- 
ination of the remarkable statement of ‘Theodore 
Tilton, made before the Committee of Investi- 
peor and which appeared im print July 21. 
1874. I recognize the many reasons which make 
it of transcendent importance to myself, the 
church, and cause of public morality, that 
I SHALL GIVE A FULL ANSWER 
to the.charges against me, but having requested 
the Committee of Investigation to search this 
matter to the bottom, it isto them that I must 
look for my vindication. But I cannot delay for 
an hour to defend the reputation of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth R. Tilton, upon whose name, in connection 
with mine, her husband has attempt- 
ed to pour shame. One less deservin 
of such dingrace I never knew. From childhood 
she has been under my eye, and since reaching 
womanhood 
SHE HAS HAD MY SINCERE ADMIRATION AND A 
FECTION. 

I cherish for her a pure feeling, such as a gen- 
tleman might honorably offer to a Christian 

and which she might receive 

ocate without moral scruple. 
reject with indignation every imputation which 
refiects upon her honor or my own. My regard 
for Mre. Tilton was perfectly well known to my 
family. When serious difficulties sprang up in 
her household it was to my wife that she resort- 
ed for counsel, aud both of us, acting from sym- 
patby, and, as it subsequently appeared, without 
full knowledge, gave the advised counsel which 
tended to harm. I have no doubt that Mr. Til- 
ton found that 
HIS WIFE'S CONFIDENCE AND RELIANCE UPON MY 
JUDGMENT 
had greatly increased, while his infinence had 
diminished in consequence of a marked change 
in bis religious and social views, which were 
taking place duri~g those years. Her mind 
was greatly exercised lest her children 
should be harmed by views which 
‘she deemed virtually false and dangerous. I was 
suddenly and rudely aroused to the reality of 
impending danger by the disclosure of domestic 
distress, of sickness, perhaps unto death, of the 
likelihood of separation’ and scattering of a 
family, every member of which I had tenderly 
loved. The effect on me of discovery of the 
state of Mr. Tilton’s feeling and condition of his 
family surpassed in sorrow and excitement any- 
thing that I had ever experienced in my life. 
That my presence, influence, and counsel bad 
brought to a beloved family sorrow and aliena- 
tion gave in my then state of mind a pregnancy 
to my suffering which. I hope no other man may 
ever feel. 
EVEN TO BE SUSPECTED 

of having offered, under privileges of a peculiar- 
ly sacred relation, an i rum to a wife and 
mother, could not but deeply wound any 
one who is sensitive to the honor of 
womanhood. There were peculiar rea- 
sous for alarm in this case on other 
grounds, inasmueh as I was then subject to cer- 
tain malignant rumors, anda flagrant outbreak 
in this family would bring — em an added 
infamy derived from these shameless falsehoods. 
Believing, at the time, that my presence and 
counsels had tended, however unconsciously. to 
represented 
as imminent, I gave expression to my feelin 
in an interview with a mutual friend, not in co 
and cautious self-defending words, but eagerly 
taking blame upon myself, and pouring out my 
heart to my friend in the strongest language, 


| overburdened with the exaggerations of im- 


passioned sorrow. Had I been the evil 
man Mr. Tilton now representa, I should have 
been calmer and more prident. It was my 
horror of this evil imputed that filled me with 
morbid intensity at the very shadow of it. 
Not only friend gener- 
ously, that such 
expressions, if conveyed to Mr. Tilton, would 
soothe the wounded feelings, allay anger, and 
heal the whole trouble. 

HE TOOK DOWN SENTENCES AND FRAGMENTS 
of what I had been saying, to use them asa 
mediator. A full statement ofthe circumstances 
under which this memorandum was made I shall 
give to the Investigating Committee. That 
these apologies were more than ample to meet 
the facts of the case is evident in that they 
were accepted ; that our intercourse resumed its 
friendliness ; that Mr. Tilton subsequently rati- 
fied in writing, and that be has con- 
tinued for four years,’ and until within two

that, had the original charge been what is now 
alleged, he would have condoned the of- 
fense, not only with the mother of his children, 
but with him whom de believed to 
bave wronged them?

Moreover, 
during the year just closed, your letters on the sub- 
ject were marked with more feeling than heretofore, 
and were not unfrequently coupled with your em- 
phatic declaration that Mr. Beecher ought not to be 
allowed to occupy a public position as .

PUBLIC OPINION. 
IN NEW YORK.

New York, July 22.—It is difficult to tell from 
individual expressions the impression made on 
the public of this city and Brooklyn. Your

Mr. Tilton'’s statement has been made, and is 
to-day before the world.

There is no pity for her, 
Shunned by her own sex, outwitted by the sex 
on whose manhood God taught ber to rely, she 
stalks through the world a blighted ruin. Yet 
the very people who would visit her with a pun- 
ishment worse thun death lift up tneir hands and 
urge mercy in the name of Christ, whose teach- 
ings they daily discredit, for the man of the 
world, the man of genius, who has used the sa- 
cred office and ministry of heaven to corrupt the 
morals of nis flock, to destroy his own and his 
neighbor's fireside, to drag religion into the mire, 
and to abuse the trust of the closest personal 
friendship. 

We bave it not in cur heart to inveigh nst 
Mr. Beecher. He stands before the world as 6 
dung-hill covered with flowers, from which the 
sooner the public eye is removed the better. It 
is beside the purpose that other men are no 
purer than he. If we are not to give over the 
scheme of morality under which we live, and 
establish openly the doctrine that men may 
violate the Seventh Commandment with im- 
punity, there should be displayed in the case of 
this false shepherd the most certain and uveqniv- 
ocal testimony that we are not ready to become 
a nation of cuckolds and strumpets, taking 
license for ourselves by the offenses of sinners 
more mischievous, brilliant, amd conspicuous.

The ultimatum of the National Board of Under- 
writers bas been forwarded to this city.

MR. AND MES. THEODORE TILTON. 
The career of Mrs. Elizabeth R. Tilton, as 
shown in the recently-published correspondence 


and contradictions as a thistle is of stings. It is 
impossible to touch it anywhere without pain, 
and when we seek to construct anything whole- 
some and lovely out of it, we are driven back 
with defeat. Nevertheless, her conduct can be 
accounted for without recourse to insanity. Nor 
is Tilton himself insane. His statement betrays 
anything but madness. It isa close, methodical, 
well-arranged, and consistent document; and, 
regarded as a mere literary production, is en- 
titled to high praise. But the picture it gives 
of Mrs. Tilton, void of malice and all uncharita- 
bleness as it is, may well demand our careful at- 
tention and unfeigned sorrow. 

In the first place we are shown, by Tilton's 
statement, a married woman who sees noth- 
ing wrong in adultery if it takes the guise of 
religious enthusiasm. Mrs. Tilton is not the 
first woman in the world who has been a prey to 
this hallucination, but the fact furnishes a start- 
ing point for the erratic and disjointed career 
which follows. Sne is led to doubt the religious 
character and tendencies of the act by ob- 
serving that deception is pecessary to car- 
ry it on— that is, that the original per- 
jury,—for adultery always begins with per- 
jury—requires certain small lies to conceal 
it. This dawning perception of the reality 
of her conduct is so much strengthened by 
reading a lascivious novel that she writes a 
letter to her husband full of penitence and 
affection, offering to renew her broken marriage 
vows to him. Mr. Tilton accepts the offer, and 
the next we hear of ber she has given a paper 
to her paramour to vindicate him before a 
council of ministers.” Forthwith she gives her 
husband another paper stating that the preced- 
ing paper is a lie, and that she has stipulated 
with Beecher that it should: not be used against 
her husband, but might be used against all the 
world beside. The paper given to Beecher was 
immediately recovered by Tilton, and the whole 
matter seemed likely to into oblivion, 
when the Brooklyn Congregational Council 
uncovered it in part, and led to the 
recent bitter and vehement attacks on 
Tilton by the Rev. Leonard Bacon and by the

and in her later action, is as full of paradoxes - 


that clings to their own misdeeds, Though re- 
solving, perhaps sincerely, to sin no more, to be 
true to herself and her Christian profession, the 
first appearance’ of her Nemesis puts her to 
flight. She had more temptation to deny her 
Master than Peter had, and probably she will 
weep more bitterly hereafter. 

This is the picture drawn by Theodore Tilton 
of Mrs. Elizabeth R. Tilton, supported by cer- 
tain documentary proofs. Mrs. Tilton’s testi- 
mony has not yet been heard. It is possible 
that when it comes the public may reach a dif- 
ferent verdict from that which now seems in- 
evitable. But if not—if Mr. Tilton’s picture is 
finally accepted as the true one—we must exercise 
all the charity possible for a weak woman, 
standing, as it were, on a burning ship with 
the flames on one side of her and the waves on 
the other. On the one band she sees her own 
reputation and that of her children, and the 
white hairs of her parents; on the other the 
fair fame of her husband and the affection she 
owes him. She flutters from one to the other 
and back again; and nobody, not even herself, 
can tell where she will finally settle and fold her 
wings. God help her! 

As tor Mr. Tilton, he is either the most pur- 
poseless and egregious liar the world has ever 
seen, or else he is «a paragon of 
the Christian virtues. Which place he 
shall occupy in the public estimation 
it is premature to assign him until the remain- 
der of the testimony is heard. We note at the 
conclusion of Mr. Tilton's evidence twe state- 
ments of considerable pregnancy. One is that he 
has other corroborating proofs to advance if 
these are not deemed sufficient. The other is 
that he has purposely restricted his narrative 
„to the relations of Mr. Beecher with Mrs. 
Tilton, and with no other person or persons,” 
implying that similar relations have existed be- 
tween Mr. Beecher and other women. If the 
public shall finally render a verdict that criminal 
intercourse has existed between Beecher and 
Mrs. Tilton, they will not ask much proof to sub- 
stantiate the other cases. 


THE STATE STREET FIRE. 

The fire on State street yesterday morning was 
one of those events which bring consternation 
upon the public mind. It occurred in one of the 
best-constructed buildings in the city, in a build- 
ing occupied by two merchants,—one dealing in 
carpets, and the other in watches and jewelry. 
It took place at a season of the year when there 
were no fires. The buildings were closed at 6 
o’ciock the previous evening. It took place dur- 
ing the night, burned slowly, and was not dis- 
covered until it had extended to the greater part 
of the building. According to the statement of 
Mr. Giles’ clerks who slept in the store, the fire 
began in the upper stories, but even then, so far 
downward had it progressed, that they had to fly 
for their lives. It is hardly enough to say that 
this fire is a mystery. The theory of spontane- 
ous combustion is not admissible, and, in the 
absence of any satisfactory explanation, public 
opinion will unite in attributing it to incen- 
diarism. 

The heat of the burning stores was intense 
enough to break the plate glass on the opposite 
side of the street, at least 100 feet distant ; but, 
thanks to the well-built walis of the adjoining 
buildings, the fire was confined to the building 
in which it originated. The firemen did their 
duty most admirably and successfully, but the 
ruins attest the strength and resisting power of 
the newly-built Chicago. This wae a fair test of 
the high walls of these first-class buildings. In 
the rear the burning building was separated by 
only a 30-feet alley from a line of like stores on 
Wabash avenue; but the firemen, aided by the 
stout walls and shutters, kept the fire within its 
original limits. 

This fire teaches the necessity for a thorough 
and legal inquest upon the causes leading to all 
fires. If ever there was an occasion for investi- 


. gation, this fire furnishes it. So far as appears, 


it took place without cause, and yet there must 
have been a producing cause. In New York 
they have an officer belonging to the Fire De- 
partment whose business it is to make a sum- 
mary investigation,—to hold a sort of Coroner's 
inquest upon each fire to ascertain its origin and 
its cause. The officer having that special busi- 
ness does it promptly, being clothed by law with 
all the necessary powers. This fire should be 
investigated, not only for the satisfaction of the 
public, but of the owners and the tenant#f of the 
buildings and of the insurance companies. 
The circumstances are so extraordinary that 
some kind of explanation must be made, for 
the general verdict will be rendered that it was 


an incendiary act. 
TILTON’S EVIDENCE. 

Shearman’s snalysis of Tilton’s testimony is 
nothing but a clumsy piece of pettifogging. 
The person on trial is Beecher. He ws charged 
with having seduced the wife of Theodore Til- 
ton; of having taught her that lust could be 
pure, and in some sort a religious rite. 
It is alleged that, under the cloak 
of Christianity, he did, for the 
space of a year and ahalf, havef ent criminal 
relations with ber. This is the e. It mat- 
ters little, therefore, whether or not, as Shear- 
man says, Tilton knew that, before the 
alleged “evil event,” his wife had been 
experimenting with herself, and testing 
her feeling for Mr. Beecher, or whether 
Tilton encouraged improprieties between her 
and Mr. Beecher. It is quite irrelevant 


to the issue that Tilton made no complaint for 


along time after the confession of his wife's 
secret, None of these éxcuses can serve 
Beecher. Nor can we believe that the true cause 
of Mr. Beecher’s state of mind is “ not any im- 
proper relation with Mrs. Tilton.” Tiiton’s 
evidence is explainable only on the assumption 
that such a relation did exist. In the first 
place, it is not rational to suppose that he would 
wantonly and maliciously malign Mrs. Tilton and 
ruin her reputation for life. There is nothing to 
show that he ever bore his wife any ill-will. His 
whole evidence proves, even now, the utmost 
tenderness for her. 

An analysis of Beecher’s letters and of Mrs. 
Tilton’s points to a grave moral wrong. It is 
plain that the two, Beecher and Mrs. Tilton, 
were parties to an act which both afterwards 
condemned as criminal. It was an act which 
broke all friendship. between Tilton, his wife, 
and Beecher, for Beecher says that he would 
to God that by His mediation Theodore, 
Elizabeth, and himself could be made 
friends again.” Tilton, Beecher confesses, was

She writes to her husband that her eyes are 
opened and that she sees her sin; that she is 
prepared to renew her marriage vow with him, 
imp that it had been broken; praying that 
he may never be misled by a good woman as 
she was by a good man; that, if her life were 
made known to her father, it would bow down 
his head to the grave. She speaks also of her 
“gin " and ite discovery, and tells her husband 
that she is prostrated owing to the sufferiug 
she has caused him. 

Now, if all the documents, or some of them, 
in which these startling statements are made, 
are not downright forgeries, there is scarcely a 
doubt of Beecher’s guilt. Nothing but his guilt 
can explain Mrs. Tilton's self-accusation, or why 
Beecher felt the torments of the damned, or 
wisbed he was dead, or lived on the sharp and 
ragged edge of anxiety, remorse, and despair. 
To the charges made against Beecher there is 
now no defense possible, except the plea that 
Tilton is a forger and a perjurer. The fact that 
Beecher has not made that plea already is equiva- 
lent to a confession that the plea cannot be 
made. It is sad to think that this great 
preacher, almost adored by the American people, 
has been so long but a whited sepulchre, fair to 
the eye but within full of dead men’s bones. 
Nevertheless, when all is said, it amounts only to 
this, that the number of honest men in the 
world is diminished by one. There is no need of 
public or private spasms over so small a dis- 
covery. ' 


THE DANGER IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Two political parties exist in Vicksburg. 
Therefore the Acting-Governor of Mississippi 
calls for United States troops! Secretary Bel- 
knap’s action, in granting the request, seems 
hasty. Grant’s refusal to garrison Petersburg, 
Va., a few weeks ago, had led us to hope for bet- 
ter things. The feeling in Vicksburg is said to 
be bitter. In what city is there not bitter 
political feeling orf the eve of an important elec- 
tion ? It is said that the State militia is in open 
revolt against the State Government; that it 
holds all the State arms, and has refused to give 
them up. The militia may have the right to 
keep the guns. If not, it is not the function 
of the United States to interfere. The fact 
that the call“ for national aid has been 
made, shows how thoroughly reconstruction 
has deprived the South of the idea of local self- 
government and State sovereignty. Governors 
run to the President, like children to a father, for 
protection against every ill. They seem to labor 
under the delusion that our Government is pa- 
triarchalin form. This is, however, natural, 
Bigce troops were sent to Louisiana to put in 
power men whom the people had rejected, why 
should they not be sent to Mississippi to put in 
power persons dulyelected? Such logic satisfies 
the Southern mind, when the bayonets asked for 
will be at its service. But sending those bayu- 
nets is thoroughly demoralizing. It at once 
destroys all belief in the fairness of an election, 
and precipitates the conflict it is intended to 
prevent. 

The trouble in Mississippi is one of the signs 
of the threatened war between the races, The 
political parties in that State are nominally Re- 
publican and Opposition, really black aud white. 
If they come to blows and the State fails to sup- 
press disorder, then is the time for the country 
to interfere. Until then, interference can only 
do harm. The true policy is for the dominant 
party to turn honest. Let the oppression of the 
whites cease. Adopt open, even ostentatious, 
measures to secure fair elections. Do this, and 
close the Vicksburg saloons on Aug. 4, and the 
day will doubtless begin and ead in quiet. Littie 
Adelbert Ames, Butler's son-in-law, who used 
his Generalship to make himseif Senator and his 
Senatorahip to make himself Governor, is away 
from his post. The regret that he should shirk 
his duty can be lessened by the reflection that 
he could not do it if he were on hand. The 
Government of Mississippi strikingly resembles 
the turtle described by Buffon, which lived for a 
long while after its brains were taken out and 
the cavity was filled with cotton. 


THE LAW REGULATING CORNERS, 

An illustration of the absurdities of legisla- 
tion to regulate commercial transactions is fur- 
nished by the present condition of the oat 
market in this city. The last Legislature en- 
acted a law having for its object the prevention 
of corners, making the penalties very severe, 
including, if we mistake not, imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary. The practice under a corner 
bas been for one or more persons to buy largely 
of a particular grain, to be delivered before 3 
o’clock p. m. on the last day of the current 
month, and also to purchase with cash all re- 
ceipts of that grain; in this way, controlling the 
market, they fixed the price at whatever sum 
they pleased. At the time specified they 
‘settled ” with those of whom they purchased 
by accepting in lieu of the grain the money dif- 
ference between the price at which they bought 
and that at which the market closed on the last 
day of the month. 

Two years ago in July, P. R. Chandler failed 
while running a corner with oats at 41 cents per 
bushel. Yesterday oats sold for cash at 56 cents 
a bushel, while oate for delivery during the 
month sold at 514¢ cents, and for delivery after 
July 31 at 36 cents. In the absence of the act of 
the Legislature, this would seem to be a corner, 
but, in fact, itis not acorner. The act of the 
Legislature prohibited the sale of options, but, 
of course, could not prohibit sales for future de- 
livery. The effect of the law was, therefore, to 
cut off and make all “ settlements” illegal; 
when grain was sold, the law permits no other 
patisfaction of the contract than a delivery of the 
grain 80 sold. The law of the Legislature went 
into operation July 1, 1874, and now, within the 
same month of July, we have the extraordinary 
circumstance that oats for present delivery sre 
selling at 20 cents per bushel more than the 
same oats can be bought for to be delivered ten 
days hence. The law to prohibit corners has 
had the effect of making them more 
successful. Those who sell short have 
no alternative but to deliver the grain or forfeit 
membership in the Board of Trade for failure to 
meet their contracts. There were yesterday only 
about 45,000 bushels of No. 2 oats in this city,

The purchases of oats for delivery in July are 
entirely legal; the contracts can only be filled 
by purchases from those who own all the oats 
now here, and at the advanced prices; so that all 
the Legislature has done is to prevent settle- 
ments of differences, and to compel the shorts 
who have sold at one price to buy back the same 
quantities of oats at the prices placed thereon 
by those who, under other circumstances, would 
be regarded as the managers of the corner. 

MINNESOTA INSECTS. 

The grasshoppers of Minnesota have been to 
Minnesota what the great fire of 71 was to Chi- 
cago; what the floods have been to Louisiana, 
the famine to Bengal, and the loyal Republican 
carpet-baggers to South Carolina. There are 
remedies against fires, remedies against floods, 
there are remedies against famines, and even 
against Republican carpet-baggers. Is there 
any against grasshoppers? Can Minnesota do 
anything to prevent the recurrence of such 3 
terrible visitation as she has had this summer? 
She can, evidently, if the pharmacopa@ia of 
agriculture affords a remedy. If it does not, 
then she had better establish a new office, ap- 
point a State Entomologist, or agricultural 
doctor ; have him, if possible, discover the cause 
of the wonderful multiplication of these insecta, 
and suggest means to prevent their monstrous 
increase in the future. Locusts and grasshop- 
pers have been committing devastations from 
time immemorial. It may be difficult, bat, until 
the contrary is demonstrated, we will believe it 
possible, for science to prevent the immense in- 
crease of these insects and to binder their 
sweeping over and devastating whole tracts of 
country. The problem may not yet be solved. 
It is not necessarily insoluble, for agricultural 
insectology is yet in its infancy. 

Science has long since shown that all in- 
sects have a very useful part to play in the 
creation. They preserve certain vegetable and 
animal species from attaining a numerical pro- 
ponderance, to the detriment of others; be- 
sides which, they hasten the decomposition of 
decaying bodies, and thus prevent the matter 
which enters into their composition from re- 
maining idle too long. It has been pointed out 
that large farming, or covering very great tracts 
of land with the same vegetable product, dis- 
turbs the equilibrium of Nature, which never 
intended that the whole earth, or any vast 
extent of it, should be turned over to 
the production of nothing but potatoes 
or wheat. It is the mission of locusts 
aod other insects to interfere with the viola- 
tion of Nature’s law, as at present established, 
and to root out the ambitious organism which 
would establiah a universal monarchy. Large 
farming, that is, as said before, covering whole 
counties with the same class of vegetation, 
causes the swarming of insects. Planting vege- 
tables of different kinds at intervals over the 
same soil discourages their propagation and ar- 
rests their progress. When, says Jacques 
Valserres, a French writer on the subject, after 
a cereal, another vegetable with different para- 
sites, as for instance the beet, is planted, the 
parasites peculiar to the preceding are de- 
stroyed. Side by side with an injurious species of 
plant, its parasites are always found. When the 
species itself multiplies beyond measure, the 
parasites increase in greater proportion, till they 
restore the species to its due bounds. 


The natural history of ineects injurious to 


vegetation ia not yet very far advanced. Nat- 
uralists, thus faz, have only named and classi- 
fiéd them. They have not studied their habits 
or their transformations to any very great ex- 
tent; and, until such time as this is done, che 
evil from which Minnesota is suffering must re- 
main one which may return at any time. A 
great deal of attention is being paid to the 
subject of agricultural insectology in France, 
Germany, and this country at the present time. 
Minnesota can do no better than learn all she 
can on the subject from the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy at Washington, and from similar institu- 
tions in Germany. 


The Hon. Samuel Williston, of Easthampton, 
Mass., died on the 18th inst., at the age of 79. 
The story of his life is a record of good deeds. 
He was 31 years old, and very poor, when his 
wife laid the foundation of his fortune by begin- 
ning to cover buttons, The business grew until 
became colossal. Within a few years, Mr. Wil- 
liston was rich. His wealth was wisely used. 
In 1841, he founded Williston, Seminary. His 
gifts to it, then and since, amount to $350,000. 
He has given Amherst College $150,000 at dif- 
ferent times. He built two churches at his own 
expense, and subscribed liberally to every sort of 
charity. Notwithstanding his lavish generosity, 
he died worth a million or more. His will is 
supposed to contain liberal bequests to Williston 
Seminary and Amherst College. His six chil- 
dren all died in infancy, but he adopted four 
others, allof whom are now living. His wife 
and a younger brother survive him. Mr. Willis- 
ton’s conspicuous generosity to schools is the 
more noteworthy, inasmuch as his own educa- 
tion was greatly neglected. Owing to lack of 
money aud failure of eyesight, he was at school 
only one term after completing his tenth year. 


The question of regulating railroad fares has 
taken new shape in Philadelphia. The fare on 
the several horse-railroads is 7 cents a ride, the 
only reduction made being that four tickets are 
sold for 25 cents. During the last year, it ap- 
pears from the returns of the several compa- 
nies, they transported 73,771,995 passengers. It 
is claimed that the profits of these roads are 
enormous.

Proceedings im the Convention at 
Put-im Bay.

Desi ved, That the discounts which have heretofore 
beep allowed to ministera, teachers, and libraries, on 
the ground that they are common workers with us in 
the distribution of knowledge, be as follows, namely: 
that a discount not exceeding 20 per cent in miscel- 
laneous and special books may be allowed by publish- 
ers, jobbers, and retailers to professional men and 
teachers, and on goods sold in quantities to libraries 
aud large buyers outside the trade. 

Rescived, further, That we deem it right, and for the 
best interests of book-buyers, to make the purchase of 
and to sustain the local booksellers, that the basiness 
of the locality may be developed for the common good, 
The business of selung books at best is not among the 
profitable kind of literary enterprises, and yields but 
a fair living, and requires unusual intelligence to suo- 
cessfully prosecute it, 

Resoived, That, in view of the insufficiency of the 
present system of trade-rules, and also of commercial 
travelers, to meet the wan of trade, in lieu thereof 
this Cob vention appoint a committee with power to 
establish and conduct a semi-annual book trade sale or 
fair, at which publishers aball offer their books during 
the period of the sale at special terms to the trade. 

Resolved, That publishers be requested to send, as 
far as possible, editorial copies through the local book- 
seller, and that the bookseller exercise due care in the 
prompt delivery of the books, and in the transmission 
of notices to the publishers. 

The next resolution recommended the project 
of Mr. E. Steiger, to catalogue and classify 
books, The next makes the Publishers’ Weekly 
the official organ of the Association, and the me- 
dium of fret announcements of books. ‘The 
last resolution provides for the appointment of a 
new Committee on Permanent Organization, to 
report Thursday morning. 

Several resolutions were then introduced and 
re fori ed to the Committee of Thirty. 

The report was accepted, and presented for 
discussion. An amendmeat to exclude law 
books in the 10 per cent rate was withdrawn. 

Mr. Hubbard. of Columbus, objected to 20 per 
cent as the maximum discount. He objected to 
the make-up of the Commitiee, because twenty 
of the Comm:ttee are jobbers and publishers. 
He proposed to make maximum discount to 
the classes named 10 per cent, and on law and 
medical books, 5 per cent.
